The 
Bounty or.state funds cannot build a 
gravel road to every farmhouse. That 
would be impracticable. 
Therefore,

tiiraself.v 


TfPiien we think of the many creeks, 
•with beds and beds of, gravel waiting 
to be utilized into a- good road, we 
wonder why there are no more good 
jravel ;;rqads around every farm. 


The work can be done entirely dur- 


ing wet and muddy weather if neces- 
»ry, and in this way the farmer can 
liave good roads by putting in work on 
k at times when he could, not be doing j 
•work in the field. Of course, it could j 
not be expected to build any great j 
length of road1 in one or two days, un- 
less the farmer has considerable help. 
B»t by first grading up the road, or a 
part of it, during one wet spell, finish- 
ing it the nest one, and then put- 
ting the gravel from the creek bed on 
Jt each succeeding rain thereafter, un- 
til the road is up in first-class condi- 
tion, a lot may be accomplished.

The famous old custom of horn- 


Mmving In the market-place at Ripon 
pacli evening is over 1,000 years old. 
But it is hy no means the oldest cus- 
tom we have in this country, London 
Answers declares. 


When the oldest English school, that 


of Canterbury—"The King's School"— 
was founded, about 750 A. D., the 
monks who taught there, seeing that 
Latin was the chief medium for con- 
veying learning an over the continent, 
ordained that this subject should be 
the principal one taught. 


Thus began the custom of classical 


tuition in oar r British public schools 
which has .continued down to the pres- 
ent day. 


The curfew bell was well known in 


England long before the arrival of the 
Normans, and the curfew is still tolle'd 
pvery night at Chertsey. It may be 
worth mentioning in this connection 
that at Chertsey there happened the 
thrilling episode which gave us the 
famous poem, "Curfew Shall Not Ring 
Tonight."

FACTIONS SUPPLANT POLITICAL 


ORGANIZATIONS, TO THE 


DISTRESS OF LEADERS. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK 


Washington.—The situation in con- 


gress this winter resembles that In 
many of the legislative bodies of Eu- 
rope. In the place of two well-outlined 
political parties striving for the mas- 
tery, there are really six or seven 
schools of thought represented In both 
bouses, and each is striving for the 
domination of its own economic and 
, legislative ideas. 


Party names this.year seem to mat- 


ter nothing. The old lines of demarca- 


j tion between the Republicans and the 
Democrats for the present at least 
seem largely to have been wiped out. 
States rights and to a less degree pro- 
tection vs. free trade are In limbo. 
There are scores of Republicans who 
seem to feel legislatively just as 
a score or two of Democrats feel. 
Then there are 
some Republicans 


so-called, and some Democrats, so- 
called, whose feelings are alike and 
entirely different from those of other 
groups in all matters pertaining not 
only to ultimate legislation but to the 
means of securing it. 


Efforts at leadership in both houses 


and in both parties is like the attempts 
at shepherding of the guardians of a

that it means damage to the party, 
and it also Is known that Republican 
national committeemen and others also 
are anxious over the possible outcome 
of the divisions'In their party ranks in 
house and senate.

politicians -who are not In congress are 
asking themselves how really solid 
party endeavor can be stressed In con- 
vention platforms when the endeavors 
have been not of parties, but of fac- 
tions within parties. 


Each party organization Is anxious 


to go before the people next summer 
with something constructive to present 
and with a record of construction, at- 
tempted at least, to prove that it is the 
Intention In the future to complete the 
plan and thereby to deserve the thanks 


5 of the voters.' The Democrats have 
one legislative plan to lower taxes, the 
Republicans have another and certain 
factions in both parties have others. 
What is going to come out of it nobody 
knows. 


Peace Plan and the Senate. 


In the senate the so-called irrecon- 


cllables on international matters still 
are declaring openly that the Edward 
Bok peace plan has killed all chane'e 
that the Hareling World e.-ourt member- 
ship proposal can be enacted into law. 


The irreconcilables go farther than 


this and say that the plan not only 
killed the World court plan, but has 
put the League of Nations, so far as 
American participation therein is con- 
cerned, on a mountain ledge that can- 
not be reached by the most enthusi- 
astic sealer of peaks.

The support- 
ers of the plan here In Washington and 
who give voice on the subject, there- 
fore, seemingly want It to be known 
that they have no great ^hope that 
congress will give Its endorsement, no 
matter what the referendum may seem 
to show. 


Real Referendum at the Polls.

Apple By-Products Good 


for Wintering Animals 


(Prepared by the t'nn*-<l States Department 


of Agriculture.) 


Thousands of tons of apple pomace 


are going to waste annually which 
might profitably be turned into food 
for wintering cattle, says the United 
States 
Department of 
Agriculture. 


TUis loss is attributed either to lack 
of facilities for preserving the pomace 
or to indifference on the part of stock 
raisers. 


Studies to determine the food value 


and best methods of utilizing this by- 
product from commercial cider arul 
vinegar mills have been made and are 
discussed in Department Bulletin No. 
1166, "Apple By-Products as Stock 
Foods," Just issued by the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 
When the moist apple pomace can be 
used in the fresh condition or be en- 
siled it yields a succulent cattle food 
comparable with corn silage, of spe- 
cial value in the winter feeding of' 
stock. 
The quantity that can be 


utilized in this way, however, is lim- 
ited because of the relatively high cost 
of transportation for material having 
such a high water content. Its most 
profitable utilization depends upon its 
preservation by dehydration and pro- 
ducing it as a commercial food. 


In feeding trials with dairy cows, 


dried apple pomace proved to be a 
palatable feed and appeared to be 
equal pound for pound of dry matter, 
to good corn silage us succulent food. 
The material was fed wet and re- 
placed the corn silage in a ration in- 
cluding grain and hay. 
The material, 


which had been ground to a meal, was 
prepared by adding to It three times 
its weight of water several hours be- 
fore it was fed. 


A copy of this bulletin may be se- 


cured from the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Washington, D. 
C., as long as the supply lasts.

Wise feeders watch ce>sts carefully 


in buying feeds. It is not necessarily 
the best feeds, but the best feeds Cor 
tbe money that make profits. 


Make steers clean up the wasta 


feeds on the farm. Straw, corn fod--- 
der and beet t'ip« can best be market- 
ed through steers if used in proper 
combinations witii other feeds. 


Where heavy cnrn-rations are feel, a 


few bogs in the feedleir may regain 
10 per cent or more of the grain fed.
